To make a wood that is ca¬ 
pable of standing strain in all direc¬ 
tions It Is iiwssary to combine sev¬ 
eral layers cut at various angles to 
the grain. 

Thus is made ''plywood.” said to be 
literally “stronger than steel.” It is 
revolutionizing airplane construction, 
and It will enter consi'icuously Into 
post-war industry. It Is even possible 
that ns a wall covering the thinner va¬ 
rieties will compete with wallpaper. 
They iios.sess all the beauty ami dura¬ 
bility of heavy wood paneling, for 
their composite nature prevents them 
from warping. Thin plywood has 
beni found, in toughness and flexlbil- 
it.v. to compete favorably with textile 
fabrics in the manufacture of air¬ 
plane wings. 

If anyone should .say offhand that 
weight for weight, wood was .stronger 
than steel he would be laughed at. 
However, the forest products labora¬ 
tory of the department of agriculture, 
which Is responsible for our knowl¬ 
edge of plj-wood and the various u.ses 
to which It limy lie put, has devised 
a testing machine which proves this 
very thing. Only, of course, the 
strength of the wood is estimated by 
the pull It will stanil running with 
and not against the grain.

*' Chains Surest Safeguard. 

-Antl-.skld chains are necessary 
when traveling on road.s such a-s I have 
described. Their use is not Imperative 
on the front wheels ordinarily, al¬ 
though many careful drivers apply 
them there. Chains are the sure.st 
snfiituard against skidding. 

When n skid occurs, turn the front 
wheels In the diriH-tlon of the skid, 
relea.se the clutch and apply the brake 
gently when the wheels seem to take 
hold, not before. Do not appl.v the 
brake too harshly or you will Increase 
the skid sctloa. 

Skidding often may he preventeil by 
throttling down the engine and apply¬ 
ing the brake while the clutch Is still 
engaged. This will prevent tin? rear 
wheels from locking. It I.s a peculiar- 
It.v of traction tlmt revolving wlioels 
nre less likely to skid than where they 
an* locked and sliding over the [inve- 
ment. But when yon try this luelhod 
he very sure that when the brake Is 
aptilied you do not twist the steering ' 
w heel. 

The novice would do well to fe.st 
this method on a wet pavement wliere 
there Is no trallic. Make (lie skid ns 
directed earlier in this article, but at 
a very moderate piiee. and then try to 
corrf“ct it by this nieihod.

Fufllo*," Mads of Coppsr, Were th# 
Earlleit leeued by Direct Au¬ 
thority of Congresa. 


Use common sense at all times and 
yon’ll .save trouble for yourself and 
the otlier fellow. 


The "fuglos" were the earliest coins 
Istaed by the authority of the United 
States, and were of copiier. It was la 
April, 1787, that the congresn of the 
United States authorised the board of 
treasury to contract for 800 tons of 
copper coin at the federal stnudard 
“agreeably to the proposition of Mr. 
James Jarvis, provided that the premi¬ 
um to be allowed to the United Stales 
on the account of the copper contract«d 
for be not less than 15 per cent.” and 
that "It be coined at the expense of 
the contractor, but under tlie Inspec¬ 
tion of an officer appointed and paid 
by the United States." 

It Is presumed that this copper celw 
contract was made as directed for on 
lYIday, July 6, 1787, the congrosH 

adopted thla resolution: "Tliat the 
board of treiisury direct the contractor 
for the copper coinage to stamp on 
one side of each piece the following 
device, viz.: Thirteen circles linked 
together and a small circle In the mid¬ 
dle with the words ‘United States’ 
around it, and In the center the worda.
